No. 26/2/49-PoU. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the 
Delhi Laws Act, 1912 (XIH of 1912), and in supersession of notifications of the 
Government of India, in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. I, dated the 7th 
September 1947, in so far as it relates to the Punjab Public Bafety Act, 1947 
(Punjab Act TI of 1947), and No. 8/5/48-.rudieial, dated the 1st Apnl, 194S, the 
Central Government is pleased to direct that the East Punjab Public Safety Act, 
1949 (Bast Punjab Act V of 1949), shall apply fo the Province of Delhi subjeot 
to the following modifications, namely;— 

(a) all functions and powers of the Provincial Government under the said 

Act shall be the functions and powers of the Central Government 
as well as of the Chief Commissioner of Delhi; 

(b) for the words “East Punjab” wherever they occur in the said Act, 

the words “Province of Delhi’’ shall be substituted; and 

(o) section 46 of the said Act and the Second Bchedule thereto shall be 
omitted. 

No. 26/2/49-Pol]rI. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 of the 
Ajmer-Menvara (Extension of Laws) Act, 1947 (VIH of 1947, and 
in supersession of notifications of the Government of India, in the Ministry of 
Home Affairs No. 72/9/47-Publio (A)-T, dated the filst December, 1947, in so 
far as it relates to the Punjab Piiblio Safety Aot, 1947 (Punjab Act H of 1947), 
and No. 8/ 5 (48- Judicial-!, dated the Ist April 1948, the Central Government is 
pleased to direct that the East Punjab Public Safety Aot, 1949 (East Punjab 
Act V of 1949), shall apply to the Province of Ajmer-Menvara subject to the 
following modifications, namely: — 

(a) aU functions and powers of the Provincial Government under the said 

Act shaH be the fimctions and powers of the Centra! Government 
as well as of the Chief Commissioner of Ajmer-Menvara 

(b) for the words “East Punjab”, wherever they occur, in the said Act, 

the word ' ‘Ajmer-Menvara” shall be substituted; and 

(o) section 46 of the said Act and the Second Schedule thereto shall be 

omitted.
